CAPTAIN DAVID I. SCOTT 


Captain David I. Scott, for more 


than thirty years a member of the 
Newport police force, died at the New- 
port Hospital on Wednesday, after a 
comparatively short illness. Although 
his health had not been of the best 
for some lime, he had been able to get 
about until about a week before his 
death, when he went to the Hospital 
for treatment. 


Captain Scott was a native New- 


porter, being a son of the late Francis 
Scott, and was born in 1844. He was 
for a time employed as a clerk in the 
Newport Lead Works, which was then 
in a flourishing condition, but at the 
outbreak of the Civil War, he enlisted 
for active service. 
Failing health 


compelled his retirement, however, and 
he returned to his home in Newport. 


He was elected a member of the 


Newport police forcu In 1877, and on 
the reorganization of the department 
by Mayor Powel in 1886 was re-ap- 
pointed as a patrolman, being raised 
to the rank of sergeant in the same 
year. On June 30,19uB,'he was made 
captain of police and a short' time 
later was placed on the retired list 
wilh that rank. His record in the de- 
partment was an excellent one.

was a fearless officer, firm and dis- 
creet, and was concerned in many 
important cases. 


Captain Scott was also for some 


time a member of the old volunteer

Crisis in Keeping War Industries In 


Operation. 


Washington.—One milllnn lintkllled 


workers arc needed In Ihe w«r lnrt»:s- 
trles of ihc United Siates, it was stai- 
ed by officials of the Federal Kinplnr- 
ment Service. Their annnnnceio-Tii is 
Uie first Intimation that has t»een given 
out that the labor shortage of ihe 
country has reached such proportions. 
Unless the required million men ran 
be raised without delay many Ir.dus- 
trle? must close.
